„1 found my husband witb a black eye, a 
scratch on his cheek, an fses on his 
body,” she said when she returned to Wau- 
kegan and went to State’s Attorney Dady to 
complain. “I am certain he had been given 
a severe beating. 

“I complained to the physicians and at- 
tendants and could get little satisfaction 
from them. Another patient, who was called 
in to corroborate statements that my hus- 
band had not been beaten, said:

If they are classed as “ undesirables,” the 
local clergy will endeavor to dissuade them 
from tmmigrating. The chaplains will in no 
way act as immigration or “ land“ agents to 
encourage immigration, but will seek only to 
direct immigration where families have de- 
termined upon the move to America. Father 
Bandini already has gone to Italy apa chap- 
lain of colonization and chaplains to serve 
other European countries will be sent out 
within the next few months. 

Bulletin Shows Work’s Scope. 
The work of the chaplaine is set forth in a 

bulletin issued by Father De Vos. It is as 
follows: 

Every year there are 500,000 Catholic 
farmers from southern Europe who are 
brought to do all kinds of work but farm- 
ing. They are experts in intensive farm- 
ing. They were able to make a living on 
patches of made ground on the hillside 
and to save money enough to pay their 
way across the ocean. With the spade, 
the hoe, and the rake they are worth as 
much as the sturdy northerners who are 
used to handling big machines. Many are 
skilled gardeners and fruit growers, and 
would be valuable in the south, which 18 

now developing under the magic spell of 
vegetable and fruit culture, Still those 
sicilled laborere are thrown into the most 
common work of the mine, the factory, or 
the city. 

Who is the cause of this waste of skill) 
and experience? The industrial concerns 
who want cheap labor and allure the 
emigrants to their plants. It is in Europe 
that the destination of the emigrants 
determined. 

The Catholle Colonization society, U. B. 
A., has started a movement to reach the 
emigrants before they leave their native 
land. It is the location, in Burope, of per- 
manent chaplains of colonizations to ad- 
vise and direct the emigrants. The Euro- 
pean states object to egents that draw 
away the rural population; but our chap- 
lains will not be agents of emigration, but 
directors who will dissuade the unfit and 
direct the desirable emigrants to places 
that will suit them. Thus they will not 
only be tolerated, but even welcomed. 


Co-operate with Land Companies, 

The selection of immigrants and colonists 
in Europe and their direction to the United 
States will be done entirely by thé"soclety 
and its agent. The establishment of col- 
onies and communities in the United States 
will de done in codperation with the land 

and the reilroad corporations 
which control a large share of land which 
is open for settlement. 

An essential feature of the plan and the 
one which gives it strong support from the 
Catholic church is the establishment of Cath- 
olic communities. The society will announce 
to the land companies its ability to direct 
colonists after a careful and expert exantina- 
tion of the merits of the land has been made. 
In return the land companies wil) be asked to 
establish a church and a schoo) for each 
colony of from 400 to 500 families.

Modification of Decree Agreed 
On and Consolidated Sale 
Practically Concluded. 


Officials of the Chicago Rau ways company 
and the Courty Traction company met the 
demands of Judge Grosscup yesterday and 
agreed upon a modification of the decree of 


! the jucge confirming the Consclidated sale. 


The action of the officers will be concurred 
in by the boards of directors of the two com- 
panies this morning, following which Judge 
Grosscup will enter the necessary court or- 
ders and the sale will de absolutely amd final- 
ly closed. 

Further proceedings will be a matter of 
mathematics. 


Will Demand Fair Fares. 

The stipulation to be inserted in the de- 
cree will provide for the establishment of 
fair fares for all districts affected by the 
éecree, the rates of fare to be determined by 
Judge Grosscup and two experts to be select- 
ed by him: An attempt will be made to ar- 
rive at these rates during the present truce, 
which ends Feb. 12, but if the matter has 
not been completed by then the truce will be 
extended until it is completed. 

The findings of the experts will be binding 
on the companies, of course, only if the 
city of Chicago and the villages affected con- 
cur. The judge has torced the companies to 
agree to the rates fixed, whatever they may 
be, but he has no power to control the action 
of the municipalities. 

The plan in its present shape is the result 
of numerous conferences between the trac; 
tion people and the judge in the last few 
days. The companies were most anxious to 
accede to anything that the judge asked, 
as his reopening of the decree has prevented 
the sale of any of the $10,500,000 worth of 
bonds issued on thestrength ot it. The chief 
difficulties came from the objections of the 
operating department of the Chicago Rail- 
ways to certain proposals as impractical, and 
to the difficulty in formulating the proposi- 
tion fh a document which would be legally 
binding yet not interfere with the defense 
of prospective mandamus suits by the sub- 
urbs. 


Massmeeting Opposes Trice.

Asked regarding the mayoralty boom of 
Willlam Hale Thompson, the mayor said that 
all he knew about it was that it was started 
by Municipal!

Hoped for Early Declaration. 

The supporters of Ald. Merriam, although 
saying he will be a candidate in any event, 
had been hoping for an early declaration by 
Mayor Busse that he would not be in the 
race. 

When Mayor Busse became a candidate 
for mayor four years ago, said Attorney 
Harold L. Ickes, in charge of the Merriam 
headquarters, when asked what he thought

The Municipal court judges. of Chicago 
have demanded a change in the form of ar- 
rest for a misdemeanor. At a special meet- 
ing held yesterday afternoon they signed an 
order that in the future all arrests for minor 
violations of a city ordinance shall be made 
by summons instead of by warrant. 

When this police reform is inaugurated, as 
it will be, as soon as the necessary blanks 
and books are printed, the humilation of 
being arrested for some trivial offense will 
be removed. It means that a majority of 
persons who will be arrested in the city this 
year will escape the embarrassment of a 
patrol ride.

New York, Jan. 6.—[Special.]—A couple of 
authors who were among the guests of honor 
of the Periodical Publishers’ agsociation to- 
night at the Waldorf got some of the maga- 
gine men worked up to a high pitch of excite- 
ment.

Somebody figured out that Author Hoose- 
velt was giving Author Clark the benefit of 
his experience in politics and a few hints on 
dealing with representative animals ot Amer- 
fica. 

Many persons went to the annual dinner of 
the publishers with the notion that most of 
the speeches would be about story writing 
and the tricks of story writers. 

But the publishers were taking life serious- 
ly tonight. At least their speech making 
guests were. Except for Dr. Hamilton W. 
Mabie, the toastmaster, every one talked 
about how the country should be saved and 
all agreed it needs a lot of saving. The gen- 
eral opinion seemed to be that eventually, 
after much striving and painful efforts, Col.

view—an opinion completely at variance with 
the conclusion reached by other members of 
the senate recognized as far abler lawyers.

Lorimer’s Status Unique. 

But Mr. Lorimer has not been charged with 
“disorderly behavior as a member of the 
senate. The upper house has expelled mem- 
bers for treason, for high misdemeanor in- 
consistent with public duty, for friendship or 
association with enemies of the government, 
and absence from their seats, and for we 
arms against the government. 

It has seated by majority vote 6 
against whose election charges of fraud and 
corruption were made. The precedent estab- 
lished in the latter class of cases, in the opin- 
ion of constitutional lawyers, applies without 
question to the case of Mr. Lorimer. 

In behalf of the junior senator from Int- 
noisgit is argued this rule would apply only 
in the event the motion under consideration 
calls for his exclusion on the ground that a 
sufficient number of votes cast for him were 
tainted so as to reduce his majority below 
that required by law. 

If, however, he be directly connected with 
corruption, and @ motion be made declaring 
his seat vacant on such grounds, then it is 
asserted this will constitute a reflection upon 
his personal integrity and he consequently 
cam de expelied only by a two-thirds vote. 
This reasoning is so fallacious, however, that 
it is not likely to prove even attractive to the 
hard headed lawyers to whom it will be sub- 
mitted. : 


Much Depends on Beveridge. 

Senator Beveridge is not disclosing the 
character of his report or the reasoning which 
he employed in reaching his conclusion. Of 
course the view he will present will have 
tremendous bearing upon the action ot the 
senate and the kind of arguments which will 
be made. 

For instance, If he holds a sufficient num- 
ber of votes are tainted to justify a declara- 
tion that the seat of Mr. Lorimer be de- 
clared vacant, it is difficult to see how the 
contention. can be advanced that the two- 
thirds rule should epply. 

If, on the other hand, he decides the 
evidence is sufficient for the conviction that 
Mr. Lorimer was connected directly with cor- 
ruption, then z determined effort will be 
made to have the senate observe this rule. 

Altogether Mr. Beveridge’s report will be 
a document of the highest interest. Un- 
doubtedly it will be printed in the Record and 
the entire country thus will have an oppor- 
tunity of ascertaining the basis for the find- 
ing of the Indiana senator that:Mr: Lorimer 
should not remain tn thesenate of the United 
States,

" FRIENDS ADVISE RESIGNATION. 

New York, Jan. 6.—[(Special.]—The New 
York Evening Post tonight printed the fol- 
lowing under a Washington date:

William Lorimer of Illinois, and likely to 
vote to uphold the majority report of the 
senate committee on privileges and elections, 
declaring his election by the IiMneis legis- 
lature regular and legal, despite charges of 
corrupt practices, are quoted today in ‘sup- 
port of a demand that Lorimer resign his Seat 
in the senate. 

“Senator Lorimer ought to resign,“ re- 


marked one of his closest friends in the 


senate, in private conversation with a per- 
sonal friend. The sentiment found an echo 
among other senators, and was not confined 
to the enemies of the Illinois man. The rea- 
gons for the growth in this sentiment are 
as follows: 

„Members of the inner ring in the senate, 
who are expected to support Senator Lori- 
mer if a vote is taken, believe the senate is 
confronted by the most severe trial in public 
opinion it ever has been called upon to face. 
Even though a mjority of the senate should 
‘vindicate’ Senator Lorimer, they cealize 
that the opposition is of such a character and 
so strong numerically as to make his position 
untenable and seriously to embarrass those 
whe stand with him. 


See No Good in Postponement. 


“They can see no good in a postponement 
of the issue by ordering a rehearing of the 
evidence, for the reason that the next senate 
will contain nine more Democrats than now; 
which, combined with the known Republican 
opposition to Senator Lorimer, would remove 
all element of doubt as to the outcome. Fur- 
thermore, the senate leaders want the whole 


| scandal settled, once for all, if possible, in

Washington, D 7 conn Jan. é— {Special Erbe 
proposed addition of forty-four members to 
the house of representatives under the forth- 
coming reapportionment ie tb be fought by 
the progressives on the basis that it will pro- 
mote the kind of oligarchical control known 
as Cannonism. The bill they will ight was 
introduced today by Representative Crum- 
packer of Indiane. It provides for a house 
of 408 members, as compared with the pres- 
ent membership of 391. 

There ie every indication that tie reap- 
portionment will not be effected without 
a lively fight on the floor of the house. It 
the Crumpacker bill becomes a law the repre- 
sentation of no state will be diminished, while 
that of many states will be increased. If it 
were desired to retain the present size of the 
house many states would lose in representa- 
tion. 

Membership Too Large Now. 

The census committee which framed the 
Crumpacker bill is controlled by representa- 
tives of the states which would lose mem- 
bers if no increase In the size of the house 
were allowed. But outside of this committee 
there is a strong feeling that the house 
shculé not be enlarged and this sentiment 
will find expression on the floor when the 
bill comes up for consideration. These mem- 
bers contend that the house now is large 
enough, if not too large for practical pur- 
poses and that an teresse of forty-four 
members will make it unwieldy. 

It is argued that a house of 435 members 
will be so difficult to manage that it will 
decome even Jess Of a deliberative body than 
at present and that it will resolve itself 
into a number. of groups constituting an 
oligarchy more iniquitous than the old guard 
of Cannonites in its heyday. 

In opposition to the proposed imorease of 
forty-four seats, the progressives will show 
that the present sise of the house can be 
retained with a net loss of only thirteen seats 
to those states the population of which was 
shown to have decreased by the last census.

GOVERNORS AND LEGISLATURES. 

We. are having a local shedding of tears 
for a poor legislature likely to be in- 
eroached upon by the malignant power 
of the governor. It is accompanied by 
emotional praise for the bold, brave men 
of the assembly who step between their 
quivering, sensitive gssociates and this | 
destructive element which, would interfere 
with, if not demolish, a “separate func- 
tion of government.” 

The general assembly always has been 
the least responsive body elected by the 
people. It is representative in theory and 
unrepresentative in fact. Ordinarily it 
recégnizes not even party responsibility. 
Republicans in convention give pledges of 
certain reforms. Republicans in the legis- 
lature ignore the promises. 

A careful regard for the sensibilities of 
the compact mass of resistance and ob- 
stinacy known as a legislature may be 
pleasing to theorists, but it results in a 
dead loss practically. 3 
An illustration: Gov. Deneen repeats 
this year his advice to the assembly that 
a law be passed placing the express com- 
panies ‘under the jurisdiction of the rail- 
road and warehouse commission and giv- 
ing that state body the power to fix rea- 
ponable maximum rates. The same sug- 
gestion was given the preceding legisla- 
ture. The bill which would have con- 
ferred the authority was passed by the 
senate and was placed in the pocket of 
a committee chairman in the house. He 
refused even a hearing to the shippers in- 
terested in the measure. 

The railroad and warehouse commission, 
lacking the act delegating the power, en- 
deavored to fix reasonable maximum rates 
without it, hoping that the courts would 
interpret existing statutes as sufficient for 
the purpose. The express companies se- 
cured ‘an imjunction restraining enforce 
ment and the case now is in the courts. 

The governor again asks that the com- 
mission be authorized to regulate these 
rates. He may ask, advise, and suggest 
until doomsday if no more effective meth- 
ods be used to secure the act. The as- 
sembly will not even take the trouble to 
defend its nonaction. It simply will give 
the matter no consideration at all and the 
express companies will uphold the theory 
of “ neninterference.” 

Session after session the assembly ig- 
hores bills intended to increase the effec- 
dre regulation of common carriers and 
publie utility monopolies.. Messages on 
such subjects might as well be carried 
to the Sangamon river and dumped in, but | 
any governor who does more than write 
his little biennial volumes of pious sug- 
gestion to the legislaturé at once will find 
himself accused of “ encroaching on a co- 
ordinate function of government.“ 

When an executive follows up his ad- 
vice with active efforts to secure the legis- 
lation he suggests—as is Gov. Deneen’s 
practice—he assumes an added responsibil- 
ity and may be held accountable: His 
justification is in the character of meas 
ures he supports. He is open to criticism 
specifically on policies, but not otherwise.

month with great success.

The advantages accruing to the men in 
control—Mr. J. P. Morgan is one of them 
—are apparent. With the submerged 
stockholders of the underlying roads it is 
different. They are the voiceless, help- 
less victims of the holding company sys 
tem. For the sake of the minority stock- 
holders, if for no other reason, that meth- 
od of centralizing power in a few hands 
should be doné away with. Mr. Samuel 
Untermeyer, the .New York corporation 
lawyer, calls it the most serious of the 
corporate evils of: the present day. He 
says tt is mainly responsible for the loss 
of public confidence in security values 
which is so largely the cause of panics 
and depressions. His remedy is to forbid 
absolutely any corporation from holding 
stock in another corporation. Then this 
securing by one railroad of the control of 
another through the purchase of a bare 
majority of its shares would be impos- 
sible. 

Mr. Untermeyer’s grievances and reme- 
dies do not stop here. Who devised the 
holding company? “Emingnt counsel.” 
Who engineer all the subtle ways by 
which minority stockholders are frozen 
out? “Eminent counsel.” Who show 
eminent financiers how te break the spirit 
of 4 law without breaking the letter? 
“Eminent counsel.” 

And the remedy? Mr. Untermeyer 
would reform the legal profession, begin- 
ning at the top. For the mock virtue 
which now runs down and disbars a small 
fry lawyer tempted to commit some mean 
and trivial crime he would substitute 
the gaguine virtae which would punish 
great offenders who have made corpora- 
tion frauds and lawbreaking safe. “ The

REMOVAL OF SNOW FROM WALKS, 


Chicago, Jan. 6.—Why is it that we 
have_no law compelling the removal of 
snow from the walks in this city? For- 
tunately of late our winters have not pro- 
duced much snow, but what does fall is 
allowed by most householders to remain 
until the sun melts it.
